“Pencil shy". is a phrase frequent 
rin” masculine conversations. here. 


"When a ‘sporting dog is “ gun shy” 


it may still have value as a pet or 
for stud purposes. Not 90 a “ pencil 
shy.” man, Unless as a butt, other 
“men have no use for him. Jt means 
that in the race to ‘sign chits for 
rinks he is an “also ran.” It is a 
curious expression, “pencil shy,” 
which calls’ for an inquest. If it 
* meant a “sponger,” which it does 
not invariably, so much could- be 
‘ said, in the terse manner of the 
dictionary; and there the subject 
might. be dropped.
